Notice to Greenwood Residents 
In preparation for our Annual Town Meeting, March 28, 2009 


Dear Greenwood Voters, 


The Greenwood Board of Selectmen has voted to change the Town’s Tax Year from a 
Calendar Year — Jan.1, to Dec. 31 to a Fiscal Year — July 1, to June 30". The Selectmen 
have also voted to allow taxpayers to choose to pay their tax bills in one full payment or 
in two equal installments. These changes will benefit the taxpayers and the Town in the 
following ways: 


e Approved Budget before spending - Annual Town Meeting will be held before 
the tax year begins. Town Departments will know exactly what their approved 
budgets are before beginning their budget year. 


e Save Tax Dollars — Converting to a Fiscal Year will reduce our need for a Tax 
Anticipation Note (TAN). We presently pay an average of $ 14,000 a year in 
interest on this loan. 


e Improve Cash Flow — Under the Calendar Tax Year, taxes were due in 
November, at the end of the tax year, which required the Town to finance our bill 
paying from January through November. With a Fiscal Year — tax dollars would 
be billed and paid closer to the beginning of the budget year. 


e Improve Town Budgeting — Under a Fiscal Year, winter season expenses will 
fall fully within that year’s budget instead of being split between two budget 
years. In addition, the Town’s budget will align with State and School budget 
years. 


e Taxpayer Payment Options — Providing taxpayers with the option of paying 


their taxes in full in a single installment or splitting their payment into two equal 
installments will give taxpayers some flexibility in their personal budgeting.

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Buck’s Ledge Update 
March, 2009 


As many of you know the Mahoosuc Land Trust has worked hard this past year to acquire the 
property known as Buck’s Ledge (including Lapham Ledge and the top of Moody Mountain). The 
goal is to preserve the 640 acres for conservation and recreation. The property includes the ledge 
that overlooks North Pond and Route 26. It also includes Lapham Ledge, a glorious view to the 
south of Lake Christopher. The very visible Buck’s Ledge can be seen and around Woodstock and 
Greenwood, and for people driving through the area. A major snowmobile trail currently crosses the 
property between Lapham Ledge and Moody Mountain. The Mahoosuc Land Trust was able to 
obtain funding from both the Land for Maine’s Future and the Department of Conservation toward 
the purchase of the 640 acres. 


To promote the area Marcel Polak and Jane Chandler organized a series of hikes to promote the area 
for everyone. We led 6 organized hikes, which included about 60 to 70 people unfamiliar with the 
trails. On one of these hikes a pair of nesting peregrine falcons was spotted. Throughout the year 
committee members met with several groups to promote the project. 


The biggest road block at the moment is trying to agree with the seller on a selling price. The current 
landowner would like more money for the property than the previous appraised price. As the 
Mahoosuc Land Trust is using public funds for the project, we need to have an appraisal that is 
acceptable to both the buyer and the seller. The discussions will continue to agree on a selling price. 


The majority of the funding for the project will be from private donations. This step needs to wait 
until the Land Trust has a Purchase and Sale agreement. 


What a fun project this has been. The goal is to save the area for you, the people of this town and 
surrounding towns. And let everyone enjoy the property in the future, free of development.

Dear Citizens of Greenwood: 


In 2008, Mainers entrusted me to serve another term in the U.S. Senate. I am deeply honored and pledge to 
continue to work with my colleagues, both old and new, and with President Obama to forge bipartisan 
solutions to the economic crisis and the many other challenges facing our nation. I appreciate this opportunity 
to report on some highlights of my recent work in the U.S. Senate. 


The number one priority continues to be to strengthen our struggling economy. We must look at additional 
ways to get our economy back on track. Last summer, I introduced an economic recovery bill, which included 
a proposal for $50 billion in infrastructure funding to create jobs and improve our nation’s aging 
transportation infrastructure. Anyone who drives in Maine recognizes the deteriorating state of many of our 
roads and bridges. Investing in our infrastructure not only creates jobs but also leaves communities with 
lasting and needed assets. My proposal also includes $1 billion in additional funding for the Workforce 
Investment Act and tax incentives to help small businesses and to encourage energy conservation. 


One of the energy provisions of the legislation was signed into law last year. It provides a $300 tax credit to 
help individuals purchase clean-burning wood pellet stoves in order to provide an affordable alternative for 
heating their homes. 


Soaring energy prices throughout much of 2008 highlight the critical need for our nation to achieve energy 
independence. As a nation, we should set a goal of energy independence by the year 2020—an ambitious goal 
that will require a multi-faceted approach, but one that can be achieved through resolve and commitment. I 
joined a bipartisan group of 20 Senators that has developed a comprehensive bill to expand production of 
American energy, promote conservation, and spur the development of alternative sources of energy. To 
immediately mitigate the effects of high prices, I fought to increase funding for programs that help our seniors 
and low-income families such as the Low Income Home Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP) and the 
Weatherization Assistance Program. 


As the Ranking Member of the Senate Homeland Security Committee, | am committed to ensuring that our 
nation is as safe as possible and that government is prepares to respond to disasters. Maine certainly has had 
its share of natural disasters during the past year. This year, my homeland security priorities include renewing 
a port security law that I coauthored and strengthening security at labs containing dangerous pathogens. 


Other priorities include supporting the vital work being done at Bath Iron Works, the Portsmouth Naval 
Shipyard, and other defense-related businesses throughout Maine — all of which are making significant 
contributions to our national security. We must also continue to improve and expand access to affordable 
health care — particularly in our rural communities — expand aid for education, protect our environment. 


While this is just a brief summary of my recent work in Washington over the past several months, please 
know that I will continue to work as hard as possible representing Maine in the U.S. Senate. I am grateful for 


many blessings, including the opportunity to continue representing Greenwood and Maine in the United States 
Senate.
